The latest arrived In Seattle Friday 
night with a cargo of 70,(XV) barrels of oil. 

Roe also said that Canadian companies make 
the same type of shipments on the B.C. coast. 

A spokesman for Gulf of Georgia Towing Co. 

In Vancouver confirmed that the firm periodically 
ships oil in hulk in barges to coastal points. He 
said thp largest shipments carried ate about 30,000 
barrels. ,- 

A dispatcher for the Seallle company said Ihe I 
shipments could he potentially dangerous hut 
added that "in all (he years It's heen done, I don’t 
think- we've ever Inst a gallon." 


Jamieson added that Canada has no regula¬ 
tions forbidding such traffic. 

"We have, however, provided the Interested 
com|ianies with copies of our oil pollution preven¬ 
tion regulations, in order to emphasize their re¬ 
sponsibility in preventing the pollution hy nil of 
Canadian waters 

"The conviction foe an offence under these 
regulations carries with tl a possible fine of 
S 100.000 under the Canada Shipping Act." 

Rose said in his press release he raised the 
Issue with Ihe two ministers after a constituent 
allegecLthat tiftl^es were usingAhe -passage.

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‘Acceptable’ Unemployment 


|N BRITAIN, THE NUMBER of unemployed 
1 passed the one-million mark this month, and 
the nnnouni emenl of tli# fact touched off an angry 
Uproar in the Hawse of Commons, with the Op|m- 
sttion chanting tn Prime Minister Edward Heath, 
"Out, out, out?’ Perhaps Mr. Heath could use the 
services of a Harnett Pap sop, 

The more-than-a-miUjon British unemployed 
constituted 4.3 per cent of the work force. 

In Canada, the December seasonally-adjusted 
unemployment rate was ti.2 per cert. 

Mr. Danson, who is parliamentary press sec¬ 
retary to Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau, does not 
ftnil this level acceptable But he suggests t lust Ca¬ 
nadians should redefine their thinking and he pre¬ 
pared to accept a rate higher than traditionally 


acceptable. 
The 


he pres* secretary does not say what should 
be acceptable, nor what he thinks has been accept¬ 
able, but he hull* at hi* notions: the present level 
t* unacceptable, "but I iliink it will be brought 
down only a little, and the present method of 


measuring unemployment make* the achievement 
of the formerly acceptable rate of 3 to 5 pet cent 
unlikely, ho say*. 

Again he does not say by whom 5 per cent has 
lieen acceptable -certainly not by the jobless, sure¬ 
ly not by many Canadians, but perhaps by Mr. 
'hudeau and his itmureUniatu>, Anyway, Mr. Dap- 
son's course leads onward and upward. 

A* time goes on, lie say*, we are finding we 
can produce more and more with fewer and fewer 
(teople: "What we regard a* unemployment should 
be defined in new terms." 

Ah, ye*. If we cannot accept H per ceul pres¬ 
ently, ixihaps we should h* s*tinfoil with 7 per 
cent; and then if we cannot accept 9 pec east, 8 
|iec cent should .sipuollie our ruffled consciences, 
hard as it may be op our pocketbqoks, 

Come to think of it, If Prime Minister Heath 
had a Harnett Danson, he might face a jeering, 
finger - pointing Opposition shouting something 
even sU’ongec Ilian “Out, out, out" -and with the 
mas* of public opinion behind it.

^y'KICIAt.LY, THERE HAS BEEN NO expert- 

mentation in British Cnlumliia wlth4*ealmenl 
of heroin addiction by administration of carbon 
dioxide. The B.C. Narcotic* Addiction Kounda- 
tkm, while aware of the research in tin* area at 
Philadelphia's Hahnemann Medical College, ami 
of the promising results, has not thus far studied 
in ibis field 

Bui privately it Is possihle I here has lieen 
some investigation of the carbon dioxide treatment, 
although how far it may have gone no oaa is pie- 
pared to say. 

Briefly, what has been done at Kuhmaiiuum 
Collage in to tegl the efficacy of inhalation of the 
gas tn the point where a patient hermite* uncons¬ 
cious. He is revived after less than a minute. The 
effect* are noted. And the findings at tills point 
are SO encourugjng a* to have prompted a highly 
optimistic statement from a leading, |i*ychiatri*l 
from Bellevue Hospital in New York. 

Dr. A)burl, tavern#, w|io pioneered Hie t r#ai- 
ment, asserts: “It may he the solution to 111# na¬ 
tion's soaring' heroin addiction and related criioa 
problem" 

Studies show that carbon dioxide therapy 
"demonstrably removes the twychologtcai anil 
physical de|wmlencu foe the short term . . addict* 


showed an almost Immediate.j.'hange in attitude 
after each treatment." 

In 12 so-called "hard core" heroin addicts 
treated llune wa* sonic, evidence "that it tuny re¬ 
move drug dependence for Hie long term also." 

The most promising aspect of Hie experiment 
seems to be that the patient's outlook on life is 
changed, and withdrawal depression and pain gives 
way To what is described as a “happy” altitude. 

Another important aspect of this therapy is 
that it could replace methadone. Methadone is it¬ 
self an addictive drug, hut without the destructive 
effect of heroin. II was introduced in this coun¬ 
try b.v the Hi . Narcotic Addiction Foundation in 
I!)li2, and used with marked success. 

It must* be hoped that I he foundation will lie 
givpn whatever support it needs to make it* own 
practical appraisal of this n«w therapy, for there 
are few, if any, agencies in Canada better e(|uip|ied 
or more experienced for undertaking such an as¬ 
sessment. 

Here is an opportunity for federal Health 
Minister John Munro to move, swiftly, without 
wailing interminably for the recommendations of 
committees and commissions. Let him, for once, 
IIii'qw caution to the winds and spend a few thou¬ 
sand dollars where there can be no tiuesiiun of the 
good it cat) do.

Farquhar added that tha 
university is conducting tts 
own study Into the matter of 
tenure and that UVic will tie 
pleased to co-operate In any 
way with tha legislative com¬ 
mittee. 


The UVic tenure document 
outlines terms and conditions 

of t employment while term 
tenure itself applies specifi¬ 
cally to Job security for pro¬ 
fessors. 

Under the terms of Ihe doc¬ 
ument, agreed to by the uni¬ 
versity's hoard of governors 
and tha faculty association, it 
is impossible to fire s tenured 
teacher unless lie is guilty of 
grave misconduct . 

Tha issus of tenure was tha 
cause of a prolonged aojj 
acrimonious debate betwedri 
Partridge and the UVic facul¬ 
ty association in 1971. It has 
also been a matter of dispute 
at Simon Fraser University at 
Burnaby. 

Farquhar said: *T welcome 
any action that may lead to 
an end of the problems that 
have confronted us on the ten 
ure issue.”

Market Message Welcome

LONDON (CP i - Prime 
Minister Trudeau sent • «t 
strong message of congratu¬ 
lations and good wishes Fri¬ 
day to Prime Minister Heath 
on Britain's entry into the Eu¬ 
ropean Common Market. 

Canadian High Commis¬ 
sioner J. H. Warren delivered 
the message to Heath at 10 
Downing Street. A spokesman 
for the prime minister said 
Heath was "delighted" at the 
open support for the con¬ 
troversial step from a major 
Common wealth government. 

Up until noon Friday — the 
day before Britain signs the 
treaty of accession in a cere 
many at Brussels Canada 
was the only Commonwealth 
country to offer felicitations 

The unqualified nature of 
Trudeau's congratulations 
expressing confidence that the 
enlarged Market will be of in¬ 
ternational benefit generally 
— evoked some surprise. Ca¬ 
nadian ministers on visits 
here in recent months have 
been at pains to urge upon 
British officials that care 
must be taken to see that 
Canadas traditional British 
markets should not he dislo¬ 
cated 


Trudeau’s message was 
particularly heartening to 
Heath since he had a Com¬ 
mons majority bLuAly 21 in a 
vote Thursday night on the ui 
to-Europe policy of the Con¬ 
servative*. Fifteen of his fol¬ 
lowers protested by abstain¬ 
ing from the vote and lour 
voted with the tabor opposi 
lion. 

Text of the Trudeau mes¬ 
sage to Heath: 

"Rare Is the international 
event that not only demands 
the attention of all contem¬ 
porary observers, but Is as¬ 
sured an important piece in 
the history of the period- 

"Rarer stiii is such an even!

Two executives of the Inter¬ 
national Union of Operating 
Lngineers — the striking 
meq'.s union — attended the 
‘ Friday meeting and gave 
terse instructions to return to 
work, employees' spokesman 
Wayne Fox said. 

Fox said the pair, Jack 
Whittaker, the union’s B.C.

"There is work available in 
Canada but sometimes you 
have to move to get it, and 
accept something above tiie 
minimum wage and not buy a 
house in the first year." 

The prime minister said an 
unwillingness to work for 
lower salaries or to relocate 
meant that some of the jobs 
went unfilled. 

Trudeau also said there was 
"much too much monopolistic 
I*»wer exercised by profes¬ 
sional organisations at all 
levels."

Victoria Provincial Court 
Judge E. F. N. Robinson 
quasi .ed the charge, which 
had been laid early in De¬ 
cember by Bader against 
Mrs. Violet Holden, when 
prosecutor Peter Birkett said 
the crown agreed with a legal 
argument advanced Jan. 14 
by defence lawyer Cecil Bran- 
eon. 

That argument was that 
Mrs. Holden, was charged 
with unlawfully distributing a 
Time magazine containing li¬ 
quor advertising hut tiie word 
distributing meant more than 
one article was sold to more 
than one person. 

Legal sources indicated Rob- 
imon's action probably did 
not mean the Government U- 
quor Act amendment of 1971 
which introduced the con¬ 
troversial liquor-ad ban was 
headed for tiie wastebasket or 
even to a government office 
lor rewriting. 

What it did mean, they said, 
was that any charge laid 
under the amendment would 
fail in court if it only men¬ 
tioned one article sold to one 
person.

called magic mending tape 

Miller agreed that a few 
years ago the attitude toward 
library ixxtks was different — 
a library book was good for 
as long as it could be picked 
up and read and the diligent 
ladies in the hack moms were 
extremely adept at keeping 
them in one piece. 

Now, wlien books are sup- 


plifid through public funds and 
not just through donations, 
the library lias become more 
conscious of the value of the 
individual ixiok from point of 
view uf subject matter, popu¬ 
larity, and availability of re¬ 
placement. 

Consequently a manual on 
repairing Model T Fords in 
Uie reference library would be 
something quite valuable aud 
bard to replace and would 
probably receive a commer¬ 
cial rebinding job to keep it 
intact for as long as' possible. 
A fiction novel, on the other 
iiand. could probably be re¬ 
placed as cheaply as it could 
be re bound. 

The decision to repair, re¬ 
bind or discard is made at die 
department head level, and 
the metltod of discarding — 
whether by burning injudi¬ 
cious distribution to various 
organizations is equally 
discretionary. 

Chiefs Decide 

'Hie department chiefs — 
Mrs. Peggy Anderson for gen 
eral circulation, George Mc¬ 
Bride for reference, and Mrs. 
Anna G Brten for Uie chil¬ 
dren’s de|»arlnient — assess 
the condition of the books and 
decide what to do with them. 

If Hie books are to be re¬ 
paired they go to Miss llam¬ 
as’ department, if they ere 
considered suitable to be re- 
liound they go to a commer¬ 
cial bindery 

If tiiey are to be discarded, 
there ait several meUvods, 
Miller explained, but general¬ 
ly the philosophy is that the 
tjooks ere bought by public 
money and therefore should 
not wind up in stores (or re¬ 
sale. 

Some books, however are 
given to such organizations as 
men's hostels, agencies which 
put them on merchant ships, 
or agencies which distribute 


them to northern outpusts - 
with tiie books well marked 
as being discards. 

The remainder of the dis¬ 
cards are burned. 

The basis for decision to 
discard a book is quite dif¬ 
ferent than it was a few years 
ago when a book was kept in 
the stacks until it virtually 
disintegrated 

Now. it is considered on the 
basis of timeliness, populari¬ 
ty. general appearance and 
cost of replacement 

With this in mind the li¬ 
brary purchases many paper¬ 
backs. which are expected to 
stand up to about 15 borrow¬ 
ings. compared with, alxiut 30 
to 50 borrowings for hard¬ 
cover books and the paper- 
backa are simply discarded 
when wont. 

No Keflec-tion 

A popular book with heavy 
demand may lie bought in 
hardcover style first, then fol¬ 
lowed by two or three paper¬ 
backs to give greater avail¬ 
ability, Miller said. 

Statistically, Victorias li¬ 
brary is somewhat of sn in¬ 
fant in its book volume expe-

number of buoks acquired 
was 34.418 and Uie number 
discarded 9.051. with an addi¬ 
tional 3.88b mended and re¬ 
turned to the shelves. 

In addition to handling 
buoks in the main branch. Hie 
cataloguing and repair de¬ 
partment handles books from 
three branches Fsquiinalt, 
Oak Bay. Town and Country 
shopping centres. 

The public library, Miller 
said, is \mlike a university li¬ 
brary ‘'which- is not usually 
cramped for space. A public 
library must consider wlieUier 
a book is playing a vital roif 
:‘jn Uie over-all picture, mak¬ 
ing it mandatory at times to 
remove a book from the 
shelves just because it lias 
outlived its usefulness.

NEW YORK - When T. S. 
Bllio; wrote "human kind can¬ 
not bear too much reality' he 
might have been describing 
the atate of women i" televi¬ 
sion. Between the hours of 
nine and six eaqh weekday 
wrier, the male of the species 
to out hunting and gathering 
ttie female who stays home 
minding the hearth is privy to 
• plethora of programs speci¬ 
fically geared to her interests, 
or someone else s conception 
of her interests. 

Ttie distinction is not one to 
lie passed over lightly. In 
view at the women's liberation 
movement and Action for 
Children s Television t ACT •. 
a protest group organized by 
irate mothers trum NeWton. 
Mass.. It seems surprising 
tiiat a vocal group of women 
viewers have not taken up the 
standard in their own behalf 
Ttie most obvious possible ex¬ 
planation is that they are con 
tented with the composition of 
their daily television‘fare. 

In New York City as in ttie 
rest of ttie L’.S.. the throe 
major networks (NBC CBS. 
ABC* largely dominate the 
daytime television Industry. 
The stations here which are 
network affiliates offer the 
nome viewer a choice of the 
following network daytime 
shows 16 snap operas. ID 
games seven comedy series, 
one service »or *‘hnw to") 
show, and two five-minute 
newscasts. 

But this is not quite the 
wtiole story. 

The regulations of the Fed¬ 
eral Communications Com¬ 
mission (PCX” as stated in 
ttie Communications Act of 
1934 require that broadcast 
stations one rale “m the public 
interest, convenience, and ne¬ 
cessity." In other words a 
television station is under an 
obligation to ascertain the 
viewing needs and interests of 
ttie major groups in the com¬ 
munity it serves, and to re¬ 
spond to them 

Ttie result is that each sta¬ 
tion televises an unspecified 
number of local p ublic ac rviue 
pr*»imims. either produced by 
the station or picked up from 
a syndicate ia non-network 
source i. Since hie profes¬ 
sional polish of network shows

makes then more lucrative to 
say nothing of more conve¬ 
nient. stations tend to televise 
what they consider the mini¬ 
mum their own shows to 
renew their licenses with the 
POC every three years (In 
New Y r ork City, home or the- 
three major networks the 
next renewal date is June 1. 
1872.) 

The programs that originate 
locally present a different pic¬ 
ture of viewing taste from the 
network shows. 

The moat significant exam¬ 
ple is the new talk show on 
station WCBS. "Woman" 
which had it* premiere Nov . 
29 

Hostess Sherrye Henry ve¬ 
hemently describes it as not a 
women's lib show per se but 
one winch simply informs 
women of tlieir options 

According to Miss .Henry 
the show is based on the pre¬ 
mises that " women are basi¬ 
cally part of the human race, 
that they are intelligent crea¬ 
tures and that they have 
broad interests It is time to

Since stations in New York 
as well as in otiier cities are 
exploring a new wave length 
on * which to reach their 
women viewers, one wonders 
about tiie intentions of the 
networks, particularly since 
they rejiortedly accrue 75 per 
cent of their profit from day¬ 
time television. Has its com¬ 
position changed" Will it? 
Who cares" 

To ascertain this. I watched 
television for two solid days 
(not in succession) and inter¬ 
viewed officials from each of 
the three major networks, on 
the present and future content 
of "women's television”

someone to ask him about It.) 

Wiiile I did not catch every’ 
show. I skipped around (the 
set that is i enough to giean a 
fairly good impression of 
what the eye of that Cyclops 
or. ttie otiier side of the room 


was reflecting I paid particu¬ 
lar attention to the " soaps” 
as they are affectionately 
dubbed in broadcasting pat- 
lance. because their purport¬ 
edly irresistible appeal to 
women is more complex tiaui 
that of tiie game shows and 
more exclusive than that of 
the series. 

The game shows are slip¬ 
ping in relation to the soap* 
but successful shows — such 
as NBC's Jeopardy, one of 
the most straightlorward and

Pass ward and Lets 
Make a Deal, are predicated 
or ttie thrill of'gambling and 
winding money or prizes and 
try to vary the factual ques¬ 
tion-answer format from that 
of yesteryears quiz snows. 


The results range from the 
sprightly to the sqnple-m in ti¬ 
ed to the downright peculiar, 
as in ABC s The Dating 
Game and The Newlywed 
Game 1 another front-runner > 
which substitutes ‘. cuteness’* 
for knowledge 

One of the principal func¬ 
tions of the game shows 
seems to he to serve as an-ex- 
cuse for advertisers to display 
their ware* to ttie audience a* 
well as tie greedy contes¬ 
tants. Flashing, ^ matching 
squares that conceal prizes 
are a favorite guessing gim¬ 
mick and the general atmo¬ 
sphere is carnival 
The series are almost all 
reruns of old nighttime shows 
that expired from their 
prime time slots Family Af¬ 
fair. The Lucy Show 
My Three Sons, and That 
Girl are typical represent¬ 
atives. The one service show-, 
hy tie way. is NBC’s Dm- 
ah's Place, a potpourri at 
recipes, sewing, singing, and 
unusual guests.doing unusual 
things (such as Vice-President 
Agnew playing Tea for 
Two.)

but reports from New York 
aays all three U.S. networks 
are taking long and hard 
looks at daytime ratings for 
1071, when aoap operas 
slipped at least a bit, and the 
network that has always pro¬ 
grammed on a daytime soap 
basis may be making some 
big changes soon. 

Tliat would be CBS which 
has held a Dig lead in almost 
every daytime ratings report 
since network television 
iiegan in the U.S. mare than 
20 years ago—thanks to Guid¬ 
ing Light. Edge of Night and 
especially As the World Turns 

The latter program seems 
to hold the key to the fate of 
daytime TV; but first, as they 
say In TV, a little explanation 
about economics. - ^ 

The U.S. television industry 
has been in a recession for 
several years, due'partly to 
the slower national economy 
which cuts the number of 
sponsors and therefore the 
amount of money for stars 
and production, and partly to 
the loss of cigarette commer¬ 
cials. 

The most obvious result for 
the public has been a same¬ 
ness in the quality of shows in 
evening primetime. 

Whet the public hasn't been 
following as avidly is daytime 
TV, and its importance in net¬ 
work budgets cannot be 
.stressed too highly. Profits in 
primetime are marginal while 
the networks make the bdft of 
- their profits in the daytime 
hours — the lowest estimate 
te 60 per cent, the highest 75 
per cent. 

Costs of most evening pro¬ 
gram? can be reduced by in¬ 
creasing the number of rerun* 
(which the networks did both 
in 1969 and, 1171) or junking 
the program, and putting In an 
Inexpensive game show in¬ 
stead. 

But program costs cannot 
be similarly cut for daytime 
programs, which are general¬ 
ly either game shows jxr soap 
operas whose fans wouldn’t 
tolerate reruns. If any net¬ 
work slips In daytime reve¬ 
nue, therefore, the rally way 
out of the dilemma is a gain 
in ratings. 

Far more than a decade to

prevented a terrorist crisis in Quebec that 
could have Ixcn "worse" thaji the October, 
4970 kidnap-iuurder crisis. 

Then, terrorist members of the Queixc 
liberation Front kidnapped British diplomat 
James Cross and Queixc cabinet minister 
Pierre Laporte.

VANCOUVER (CPI—Mr. Justice E. E. Hlnk- 
son of B.C. Supreme Court, ruled Friday that 63 
fallers at the Franklin River logging camp of Mac-

He also found that the regular fallers at the 
camp had forced the teeminalion of new fallers 
hired by the company In an effort to build up its 
log inventory.
